Tho forosH and trees 
had been cut away, rain-fulls had 
ceased, and tho process of desicca- 
tion, beginning at ono ond of the 
island, hod advanced gradually and 
irresistibly upon the laud, until, for 
seven miles, it had become ns dry 
and barren us the seashore. Houses 
and plantations hud been abandoned, 
and the advance of desolation was 
watched by the people, wholly un- 
able to prevent it, but kno\\in(r 
almost to a certainty tho timo when 
their own habitations, their gardens. 
and fresh Holds would bo a purl of 
tho waste. Indeed, tho whole island 
scorned doomed lo become a desert. 
This sad result is owiuR entirely, ac- 
cording to the belief of tho inhabit- 
ants, to tho destruction of Ihc trees 
upon lhe island some yours ago,
